The death in Philadelphia of 
Henry E. Huntington, millionaire 
railroad and shipbuilding m ag­ 
nate, recalls the fact th a t he pur- 
chased the rather extensive li­ 
brary, made up largely of his­ 
tories and books on military, and 
war facts anil tactics, of the late 
Colonel John P. Nicholson, last 
member of the old G ettysburg 
Battlefield Commission, w'ho died 
March 8, 1922. 
Mr. H untington was a frequent 
visitor to Gettysburg and came 
here to personally inspect the li­ 
brary of Colonel Nicholson, after 
the la tte r’s death and before he 
purchased the library complete. 
He was world famous as a book 
collector, and 
also 
spent more 
than one million dollars on art. 
In 1920 he built a huge edifice 
on his 
estate at Pasadena to 
house 
the 
treasures 
th a t 
had 
already made him the object of 
world-wide 
a ttritio n . 
Included 
in 
the 
collection 
are 
original 
m anuscripts of the autobiography 
of Benjamin Franklin, the largest 
private 
collection 
of 
Lincoln’s 
letters and manuscripts and the 
first group of the works of George 
W ashington. 
The 
library also 
contained the $1,000,000 collection 
of Frederick R. Halsey.

Containers For

W'itn the announcement th a t many 
of the apple growers of Virginia and 
W est Virginia are planning to adopt 
the sm aller package for the shipment 
of their apples this year, local inter­ 
est in this project was given impetus. 
It has been discussed by many of 
the leading fruit growers of Adams 
county for several years and many 
are of the opinion th a t the bushel 
package is more convenient and more 
saleable than the barrels which have 
been the usual container, 
for 
both 
storage and shipments. 
Opinions Differ 
A minor attem pt was made earlier 
this year to interest a large number 
of grow ers in the project of adopting 
the bushel container for a large part 
of their trade, but the efforts of these 
men have a s yet proved unavailing. 
Opinion as to tho advisability of 
substituting the sm aller carrier for 
the barrels varies, the packing men 
holding th a t it would be better to re­ 
tain the barrel method in order that 
the handling of large quantities for 
storage could be expedited. 
It is the 
claim of the storage 
men 
th a t 
the 
apples keep b etter in barrels than in 
the smaller package when there is not 
a ready m arket available. 
Aid Retailers 
However, proponents of the smaller 
package plan have pointed out 
that 
the institution of the bushel carrier 
would be primarily for quick ship

A s Secretary K ellogg and his aides, 
at the fur end of the same corridor 
that borders on the War Plans’ offices, 
strive to adjust a controversy by diplo­ 
macy, the army experts overhaul their 
papers relating to the m ilitary situa­ 
tion existing at the tim e between the 
United States and the other nation 
involved.
